SAIGON (AP) - The five 


U.S. soldiers who balked at go- 
ing on a night ambush patrol 
last weekend were withdrawn 
today from Fire Base Pace 
along with the rest of their 100- 
man company.

WASHINGTON < A P i — The 


Supreme Court declined 5 to 2 
today to rule on the legality of 


U.S. 
military action in Viet- 


nam. 


The court made no comment 


in refusing to hear an appeal 
brought for two soldiers by the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
and the New York Civil Liber- 
ties Union. 


One of the soldiers, Salvatore 


Orlando, is on duty in Vietnam. 
The other, Douglas Kaplan, is 
at Ft. Dix. N.J., under orders

hardship discharge. They chal- 
lenged the government's right 
to send them to war. 


The high court has never 


agreed to hear a case that 
questions the constitutionality 
of American military action in 
Southeast Asia without an ex- 
plicit declaration of war 
by- 


Congress. 


Justices William 0. Douglas 


and William J. Brennan voted 
to hear the ACLU's attorneys 
dispute the legality of the war.

Arkansas' plant life will soon 


be draped out in the warm, rich 
colors of fall. Just as man takes 
pride at the county fairs in 
displaying the products of the 
previous growing season, so do 
plants like to display their ac- 
complishments.

Extension Agent, says the 
brilliant colors exhibited by trees 
and shrubs have been a year in 
developing so that we may enjoy 
their beauty for only a few days 
or weeks. Have you ever stopped 
to think what kindled these 
flaming colors? Or wondered 
why chlorophyll, the green 
coloring matter in the leaf, is the 
greatest chemical compound 
known to man? Or that the leaf is 
the most important and com- 
plicated manufacturing plant in 
the world? Or that the food- 
making process that goes on in 
the leaf is the most important 
chemical reaction on earth? Or 
that without plants, no human or 
other form of animal life could 
exist on this earth? 


When the leaf has finished 


manufacturing food in the fall, 
the 
green 
substance 


(chlorophyll) is broken up into 
different 
substances. 
As 


chlorophyll breaks down, the 
plastid and sap pigments are 
exposed. 


The principal plastid pigments 


are carotene and xanthophyll. 
(Zan-tho-fil). Their yellow colors 
are shown in the elms, hickories, 
ash, ginko, and others. 


The principal sap pigments are 


the anthocyanins. (An-tho-si- 
anins). They are responsible for 
the reds, blues, and purples 
found 
in the 
black gum,

Finally, it 
completely girdles the stem 
(petiole) and since the leaf has 
finished its work, it separates 
itself from the mother plant and 
falls to the ground.

(AP) — Sport is continuing on 
a restricted scale in strife-torn 
Northern Ireland but is losing 
thousands of dollars because of 
the political unrest. 


International soccer games, 


normally played at nights uder 
floodlights before big crowds, 
have been switched to the aft- 
ernoons. 


There are no buses running 


in Belfast at night and scarcely 
a night passes without a bomb 
being planted or shots being 
fired in the center of the city. 


It's certainly no place for 


sport; fans and two Belfast soc- 
cer clubs have had to quit their 
stadiums. 


Some horse 
racing meets 


have been cancelled 
because 


jockeys from the Republic of 
Ireland declined to compete. 
Amateur boxing clubs in Bel- 
fast have been closed and an 
amateur international 
boxing 


match between Northern Ire- 
land and Russia was called off. 


Thousands of soccer fans will 


lose the chance to see Wednes- 
day's vital European Cup of 
Nations game between North- 
ern Ireland and Russia at Bel- 
fast's Windsor Park Stadium. 


Normally the match would be 


held in the evening before a 
crowd of perhaps 25,000. But it 
will be played instead at 4 p.m. 
when most of the fans will still 
be at work. Officials doubt they 
will get a gate of much above 
10,000. 


The soccer clubs turned out

The brain and spinal cord 


ce'ls that are destroyed can- 
not be regenerated like a 
broken bone or many other 
parts of the body. Since al- 
most all of our functions can 
be pinpointed to a specific 
part of the brain the area 
d a m a g e d determines if a 
stroke victim is paralyzed, 
can't s p e a k or has other 
problems. To illustrate, there 
is a small spot on the sur- 
face of the left side of the 
brain that is the c e n t r a l 
point for controlling the right 
leg. 
When you want to move 


the right leg impulses pass 
from this point, cross over 
to the left side of the spinal 
cord and eventually stirniit 
late the right leg muscles to 
control m o v e rn e n t. This 
sounds simple but it involves 
the integration of many com- 
plex signals to relax some 
muscles and contract others 
in a smooth fashion. If these 
cells in the brain are dam- 
aged you may not be able to 
move the leg at all. 


Sometimes other cells in 


the brain that escape injury 
take over the function of the 
damaged 
ones or can 
be 


trained to replace them. A 
good example is speech. You 
can develop another area for 
speech in some cases, but it 
takes a long period of train- 
ing. 
I suspect there is much 


yet to be learned in training 
the brain to take over func- 
tions of areas that have been 
damaged. 


A stroke patient needs to 


have particular attention to 
the d e v e 1 o p m e n t of his 
muscles by special exercises 
so he can make the most of 
his ability and prevent, in so 
far as possible, crippling or 
loss of faction.

Father to the Rescue 


Suppose a man sees his son 


being beaten up by the neighbor- 
hood bully. Does he have a legal 
right to use force in his son's 
Jefen.se? 
, 


He dees indeed. Parallel to the 


right of self defense is the right 
to defend the members of one's 
family, with force if need be. 
This doctrine goes all the way 
back to the days of feudalism, 
when the master of the house- 
hold was legally entitled to pro- 
tect his family from attack. 


Hut in such situations, there is 


always the chance of escalating 
the violence. Therefore, the law 
places careful limits on this right 
of family defense. 


1) The force used must not be 


excessive. For example: 


A father 
found his son in- 


volved in a fracas with the man 
next door. Rushing to the rescue, 
he knocked the man unconscious 
with a mighty blow on the head. 
Then he followed up with a swift 
kick in the abdomen.

Duncan, President and General 
Manager of the new poultry 
processing plant, who explained 
the processing of their first 
product, Lady Hope Chicken.

The company experienced a 


six week delay from a windstorm 
while the plant was still under 
construction, but 
operation 


began September 7, 1971. 


Mr. Duncan explained 
the 


picking and cleaning process in 
considerable detail, but the 
outstanding fact was that one 
man could pick feathers from 
3,600 chickens per hour using the 
advanced system. 


After picking, the chickens are 


Tuesday, October 12, 1971 
carefully cleaned and trimmed, 
placed in a can with salt and 
water added, sealed and cooked 
in the can in a large cooker. 


Mr. Duncan said that cooking 


in the can prevented any loss of 
flavor that might occur if large 
kettles were used. 


Each steam heated 
cooker 


cooks 458 canned chickens per 
load. During the cooking period 
of eighty minutes, pressure in 
the cooker must be Just right 
because if it is too low the cans 
swell and if too high the cans 
collapse. 


After cooking, the temperature 


is brought down and the cans are 
allowed to dry, then labeled and 
stored for distribution. At 
present about 10,000 chickens are 
being processed with four 
cookers. Eight cookers are in- 
stalled 
and the plant was 


designed for the output of twelve 
cookers when needed. 


The new plant now employs 


seventy five to eighty persons. 


During a question and answer 


period, sales areas, water 
consumption, new products, and 
other topics were discussed. 
Under new products, chicken 
and dumplings and canned 
boiled eggs were discussed.
